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REMARKS 

Claims 1-11 are pending. By this Response, claims 1, 5, 10 and 11 are amended. 
Reconsideration and allowance based on the above amendments and following remarks are 
respectfully requested. 

The Office Action rejects claims 1-11 under 35 U.S.C. §102(e) as being anticipated by 
Haraguchi, et al. (US 6,222,613). This rejection is respectfully traversed. 

Independent claims 1, 5, 10 and 11 have been amended to recite, inter alia, creating a 
menu that lists various models of digital cameras, where selection of a model of digital camera 
from the menu automatically modifies the default processing conditions to the customized 
processing conditions created for the selected model of the digital camera. Applicants 
respectfully submit that Haraguchi fails to teach at least this feature of applicant's claims. 

In Haraguchi, an image processing condition memory 73 stores processing conditions 
which are predetermined for each type of digital camera. An image is processed based on the 
image processing conditions stored in the memory. An operator determines which processing 
conditions to use by selecting the desired processing conditions from the memory. In an 
alternative embodiment of Haraguchi, correlating the image processing conditions with the 
particular type of digital camera may be performed using an automatic setting. In this 
embodiment, the data pertaining to a particular digital camera is attached to the original image 
and then automatically read. A manual setting by the operator is also performed. See column 
10, lines 62 through column 11, line 40. 

In contrast, in embodiments of applicant's invention, a menu is created which lists 
various models of digital cameras. A user can select from the list a particular model digital 
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camera. When the selection is made, the customized processing conditions created for the 

selected digital camera is automatically established in place of the default processing conditions. 

Thus, in embodiments of applicant's invention, the processing conditions associated with 

a particular digital camera do not have to be selected by an operator. Only the type of digital 

camera has to be selected. Further, applicants embodiments do not require data to be attached to 

an image pertaining to the digital camera used to capture the image as with the automatic setting 

of Haraguchi. 

Thus, applicants respectfully submit that Haraguchi fails to teach or suggest, inter alai, 
creating a menu that lists various models of digital cameras, where a selection of a model of 
digital camera from the menu automatically modifies the default processing conditions to the 
customized processing conditions created for this selected model of digital camera, as recited in 
independent claims 1,10 and 1 1 and where a menu is created that lists various models of digital 
camera, where a selection of a model of digital camera from the menu automatically modifies 
the default processing conditions to the customized processing conditions to the customized 
processing conditions created for the selected model of digital camera, as recited in independent 
claim 5. 

Therefore, in view of the above, applicants respectfully submit that Haraguchi fails to 
teach each and every feature of applicant's claim as required under 35 U.S.C. §102 rejection. 
Accordingly, reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection are respectfully requested. 
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Conclusion 

For at least these reasons, it is respectfully submitted that claims 1-11 are distinguishable 
over the cited art. Favorable consideration and prompt allowance are earnestly solicited.
